During  the  current  year  the  Bridge  School  build- 
ing has  been  moved  and  renovated  so  that  it  is  now 
hygienic  and  comfortable  for  the  pupils  and  a  model 
which  the  district  should  be  proud  of,  and  for  which 
the  district  should  work  for  the  other  school  buildings. 
The  grounds  have  been  surveyed  and  the  fence  has 
been  partially  built,  and  will  be  completed  as  soon  as 
possible  in  the  Spring.  The  Carr  School  building  has 
been  painted  on  the  inside.  The  walls  and  the  ceiling 
of  the  Elm  School  building  have  been  whitened  and 
the  cupboard  arrangements  have  been  changed  to 
more  nearly  meet  the  existing  needs  of  the  school. 
The  True  School  building  has  been  whitened  on  the 
inside  and  painted  on  the  outside. 

During  the  coming  school  year  the  following 
things  are  worthy  of  careful  consideration: 

1.  The  repair  or  the  replacement  of  the  fence 
at  the  Carr  School. 

2.  Some  grading  in  front  of  the  Elm  School 
house  to  make  the  access  in  a  wet  time  more  comfort- 
able. At  times  now  one,  on  getting  from  the  road  to 
the  building,  will  of  necessity  wet  his  feet  unless  pro- 
tected by  rubber  boots. 

3.  An  enlargement  of  the  play  ground  at  the  Elm 
school  by  purchase  of  land  and  building  a  fence. 

4.  The  completion  of  the  laying  of  the  hard 
wood  floor  at  the  Elm  School. 

5.  The  repair  of  the  underpinning  and  the  use 
of  a  small  amount  of  paint  on  the  inside  of  the  True 
School  building. 

6.  The  installment  of  a  jacketed  stove  in  the 
Carr  or  the  East  School  building. 


We  believe  that  our  schools  are  doing  an  efficient 
year's  work.  We  welcome  questions  and  suggestions 
from  the  town's  people  at  any  time.  We  appreciate  the 
spirit  of  co-operation  that  exists.  The  new  super- 
intendent wishes  to  express  his  appreciation  for  the 
cordial  manner  in  which  he  has  been  received  into  the 
school  work.
